O one pretends that the 
signature of the Korean 
urmiastice shas itself opened 
a new chapter_ in. inter- 
national relations, and no 
one cun have expected it to 
produce any — impressive 
movement in commodity 
markets. The opening of 
the conflict three yenra ago 
precipitated na boom in 
commodities and metuls, 
enused not only by the 
anticipation of immediate 
shortages but ulso by the 
fear that the fighting would 
flare up Into a third world 
war. These conditions 
have now been reversed, 
for the. cease-fire will at 
least reduce immediate 
demands ‘for yoods and 
services, und holds out the 
possibility that the political 
talks now fn prospect will 
‘ultimately lead to a com- 
prehonsive ‘settlament of 
international differencas. 
But, for severul reasons, 
the mere cessation of fight- 
ing hus falled to induce 
any substantial downward 
movement in -commodity 
markets, which. would havo 
. been the converse of the 
former boom. .In tho first 
place, the future course of 
events in Korea is still too 
much in doubt to provide a 
basis fur ony widespread 
und drastic price changes. 


Ore of the most important 
economic influences in 
future will. be the course 
of business in the United 
. States Superficially, 
American business pointers 
are favourablo, with indus- 
trial production at a record 
high level and__ profits 
making a remarkably good 
showing againgt last year's 
figures.

15 per 
cent of the value of | the 
nutional output, the presont 
activity could be carried 
forward by its own 
momentum for a time, But 
there ore aspects of the 
United___ States___ economy.

definitely, Preduction is 
being sustuined by various 
Government measures to 
stimulate industrial capital 
expenditure for defence 
purposes, and some of these 
will soon be nenring the 
end of their term. Stocks 
of manufactured goods are 
reported to be relatively 
high, and = the popular 
demand for: consumer 
durable goods, such as 
motor cars and household 
appliances, is stimulated by 
instalment buying and the 
Government's farm support 
programme.’

Paris, Aug. 13. 

General Alphonse Guil- 
Jaume, French Resident

The prospect of hostilities 
between the Sultan — arid the 
powerful Pasha of Marrakesh, 
El Glaoul, was still a threat 
today.

I can no longer 
halt events. I nm a soldier. I 
am proud of it and I shall not 
retreat whatever happens.” 


The Sultan's appeal, for 
French aid reached Paris yes- 
terday and has been sympathet!-" 
cally considered. But it is also 
being borne in mind here that 
the Sultan, who now appeals 
to Franco-Morocean = friend- 
ship, has often been unfriendly |.
